THE stutistician of the [uterstate 
Commerce Commission gives some 
figures of the casualties connected 
with the railroad service in this 
country. The number of persons 
killed on American railways dor- 
ing the Iast year was 5,823, of 
which 1.972 were employes, while 
the number of injured was 26,809, 
of whom 20,028 were employes, It 
appears that on the English rail- 
roads only 896 wero killed, and 
2,193 were injured. It further ap- 
pears from these facts that-rail- 
roadivg is a much more dangerous 
busivess imtbe United States than 
in England. As regards injuries to 
passengers, ove in every 1,523,133 
was killed. and one in every 220,024 
was injured during the year 1889. 
But in England in 1888 only one 
passepger in every 6,942,836 was 
kil'ed, and only oue in every 527,- 
557 wasinjured. Thus the propor- 
tion of killed was fuur and a half 
times as great, and of injured 
nearly two and a half times as 
great on American roads, But on 
Eugtish railways there are near! 
four times as mauy trackmen per 
**3 miles as are employedr’dn 
American railroads. Dues this fact 
account in part for the difference 
iu c.sualties?

Biack Borders Can eed On bi 
Hand-Work Only. 


et, 


A Line of Work Monopo'ized by Women— 
They Must Labor Karly aud Late to 
Make Fair Wages—The Se- 
erets of the Trade. 

‘You can’t tell me there is no good in 
novels>” said the gifl ‘m glasses to a 
New York Tribune man. “Some years 
ago my father read in a@ movel which 
was then coming out in one of the mag- 
azines—I don’t remember the name of it 
now, nor in what magazine it was com- 
ing out—thatevery girl should know 
how todo one thing -well enough to 
earn her living by it, and he -was so 
much taken with the idea that he de- 
termined then and there that | should 
learn a trade. I was his only daughter 
—only child. in fact—and there were 
but two of us in the family, as my 
mother had died some years before. 

‘First I tried telegraphy, and found I 
was no good at that, and then |! tried 
typewriting and found that wasn't my 
forte either. I gavethem up and told 
papa if he couldn't support me I'l eithe: 
have to get married or go to the free 
home for destitute young girls, but he 
had lately visited a paper-mil! and sohe 
suggested another trade—the one you 
see me working at now. Dol! call my- 
self a paper decorator? No, lam a 
black borderer; but all the same I am 
just as much of askilled laborer as any 
girl, who paints flowers and newly 
hatched chickens on Easter cards and 
such things, though I do nothing but 
blacken the borders of mourning paper. 
Thought that was machine work? 
that it isn t? 

‘It is woman's work. They have tried 
time and again to invent machines that 
would do it, but they have all turned out 
flat failures, and I am glad of it, as this 
is the only kind of work by which I have 
been able to carn my bread and butter 
for the last three years—since papa was 
taken off suddenly by heart failure, and 
it was found that be had laid up no 
money and his insurance policy had 
lapsed. 

‘*Profession much crowded? No, thank 
Heaven! this is one profession in which 
there is a little elbow room. One rea- 
sun, { suppose, is that it is not so well 
- . as it might be, and another is 
(though I say it that shouldn’t say it) 
that it isn’t every girl who could learn 
the art. You thought yourself that it 
was done by @ machine, 80 you must 
have noticed how very smoothly the 
black is laid on. Of course Ido not 
take such pains with the inferior quali- 
ties as with the best linen, such as I am 
doing now; but the worst must be done 
well or it won't pass muster. My em- 
ployer, when he advertised for a girl to 
do this work, didn't get more than a 
dozen answers, and most of them were 
from girls who didn’t know any thing 
whatever about it; they only thougbt 
they could do it, as they had taken les- 
sons in watercolors. They didn’t know 
that this kind of painting isa trade by 
itself. 

‘Trying to the eyes? Yes, when one’s 
eyes are NOL very strong to begin with; 
but if 1 find my cyes giving out | can al- 

ways stop and rest awhile. It is my loss, 
you know, aS wine is piece-work, paid 
for by the ream. 

‘“‘Huw muchaream? For fine quali- 
ties, $1.50 a roam; for the very common- 
est, 45 cents; but there is very little of 
that kind to be done, for which mercy I 
am thankful. Unless we are awfully 
busy, I can come when I like and go 
when I like. Usually I get here at 8:30 
in the morning and leave at 5 in the 
afternoon. In that time, if I don’t give 
my eyes too many resting spells, lican 
bordcra ream and ahalf. 

‘Lonely? No, I am too busy to feel 
loncly, though I sit here all day by my- 
self, seeing nobody but the man who 
brings in my paper. That is, he brings 
it to me in the busy season, but if the 
work is dhy ways slack I have to go for 
it myself. The slack season begins in 
Juno, and work does pot pick up again 
till some time in September. 

‘Treated asa lady should be? Yes, 
my employer is as polite as pie when- 
ever I scc bim, as indeed he should be 
to a girl he knows by this time is work- 
ing for all she is worth. At first-is 
secmed to me to be an awfully soletn 
kind of work, and I used to think about 
deaths and funerals, and sometimes 
would get to crying, though I took good 
care not to damage the paper by letting 
my tears fall on it; but one can get used 
to any thing, and now I don’t any more 
mind painting black borders than I'd 
mind painting red ones.”
